LICE OH CATTUC.—One of the trouble 


taping stock u the veniiiu that ofteutirn 
iufwvt ttuin. Aud what makeu this troub 
iroiw is the fact that they arc more nbuii 
ttt oil l&ftu cattle thiw ou fat ouea, *ud 
otttle grow poorer, the more abundant tl 
vwmic become. Some have tm idea that I 
•attle will not be infested at all with lie 
hut this is a mistake. 
Jf you put fat catti 


into a lousy bam, that is, into a baru who 
lousy cattle have been kept, the lice will g 
upon them ; for the vermin will live 
long time ou the stantials and around tj 
mangers. These vermin iuiest cattle ino 
while they are housed thau when they ru 
out in the Summer, and it requires muc 
wore care and attention to destroy then 
Various expedients are resorted to for th 
purpose. TLe first step to take ig to whit 
wash the place with cmistio lime, put 
boiling hot, which is death to lice. Th 
second move to make is to apply stron 
brine to the animal ou every part or & w 
made with diluted carbolic acid or carbol 
soap. Oil, or grease of any kind, will ki 
lice whenever it touches them, 


^A wash made of tobacco boiled in wate 


will kill ttiem, but caution should be use 
in its application for if too strong it will in 
jure the cattle. 


USE OF COAL ASUES.—Tho following not

of coal ashes (anthracite) as a fertilizer b< 
fore your readers, for I have long recou 
mended our customers to use all they had o 
their garden soils.
